Thistle  residents  may  own  the  mudslide  that  des¬ 
troyed  their  homes. 

The  residents  of  Thistle,  who  lost  their  homes 
last  spring  when  a  mudslide  backed  the  Spanish 
Fork  River  into  a  three-mile-long  lake,  now  own 
the  mudslide,  said  Attorney  General  David  Wil¬ 
kinson. 

In  an  18-page  opinion,  Wilkinson  outlined  the 
legal  rights  and  obligations  of  the  individual  land- 
owners  and  state  and  local  governments  concerning 
the  mudslide. 

“Property  owners  will  have  to  clean  up  the  mess 
left  in  the  wake  of  the  mudslide,”  Wilkinson  said. 

Utah  County  Engineer  Ralph  Rollins  had  not 
been  notified  of  Wilkinson’s  statements  and  had  no 
comment  to  make  concerning  the  matter. 

People  lose  homes 

About  50  people  lost  their  homes  when  a  part  of  a 
mountain  in  Spanish  Fork  Canyon  slid  across  the 
river  bed  just  west  of  Thistle  Junction.  The  muds¬ 
lide  grew  to  a  150-foot-high  dam  and  the  lake  rose  to 
about  100  feet  deep,  burying  the  24  homes,  barns 
and  commercial  structures  in  the  town.

He  said  the  landowners  still  own  the  property 
and,  therefore,  are  responsible  for  cleaning  the  de¬ 
bris  floating  on  the  lake  and  left  along  the  hillsides 
as  the  lake  water  recedes.

In  the  past,  DeMotte  says  he  has 
seen  hypnotists  put  people  on  stage 
and  make  idiots  out  of  them.  Howev¬ 
er,  in  February  he  attended  a  Provo 
performance  of  stage  hypnotist  Pe¬ 
ter  Reveen  and  afterwards  com¬ 
mented,  “I  was  really  impressed;  in 
fact  I  was  totally  surprised.”  Words 
he  used  to  describe  the  show  were 
clean,  professional,  tasteful  and 
high-class. 

“I  think  his  show  is  great,  because 
it  gives  people  in  the  area  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  find  out  just  how  hypnosis 
can  be  used  and  that  it  is  not  some¬ 
thing  they  have  to  be  afraid  of.  A  lot 
of  people  have  morbid  fears  of  hypno¬ 
sis,  especially  the  idea  that  they  will 
lose  control,  he  says.” 

Ben  Vandermeide,  a  stage  hypnot¬ 
ist  from  Salt  Lake  City,  says  that  if  it 
were  not  for  the  publicity  stage  hyp¬ 
notists  give  hypnosis,  the  doctors 
who  use  it  wouldn’t  make  any  money. 
“The  stage  hypnotists,  are  making 
the  doctors  rich.  I’m  actually  helping 
them  and  they  are  downgrading  it. 
They  want  to  keep  it  to  themselves 
so  they  can  say,  ‘Hey,  we’re  the  only 
ones  that  know  how.’  ” 

Vandermeide  also  points  out  that 
some  doctors  aren’t  that  skilled  at 
hypnosis,  but  will  charge  a  lot  of 
money,  even  if  they  are  not  able  to 
hypnotize  their  patients  at  all.  “And 
see,  that  looks  bad,  and  all  he  can  do 
is  get  rid  of  the  stage  hypnotism  in 
the  area  and  he  looks  mighty  good 
because  he  has  no  competition.” 

Reveen  says  he  is  annoyed  with 


doctors  who  generalize  the  term 
“stage  hypnotist”  and  give  at  nega¬ 
tive  connotations.  “That’s  like  saying 
because  one  doctor’s  been  sued  for 
malpractice  that  all  doctors  are 
quacks  —  it’s  ridiculous,  c 
“I’ve  found  whenever  I’vg  nailed 
one  of  these  doctors  down  and  said, 
“Well  which  performance  of  mine  did 
you  see?’  they  say  they  haven’t  seen 


people  who  have  bought  a  ticket  feel 
they  have  been  royally  entertained.” 

Weight  says  people  laugh  at  some¬ 
one  in  a  hypnotic  trance  performing 
antics  on  a  stage  for  the  same  reasons 
they  laugh  at  someone  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  alcohol.  “Adolescents  par¬ 
ticularly,”  he  says,  “get  great  sport 
of  laughing  at  each  other  and  making 
fun  of  one  another.”

You  claim  to  be  a  scientist  and 
you’re  making  an  evaluation  on 
something  you’ve  never  seen.  Don’t 
you  think  that’s  somewhat  less  than 
scientific?’  They  can’t  answer  it.” 

A  lot  of  the  animosity  that  therap¬ 
ists  feel  towards  stage  hypnosis  is 
caused  by  an  ego  problem,  Reveen 
says.  “When  people  start  to  get  into 
it,  many  of  them  suddenly  start  to 
feel,  mistakenly,  that  they  have 
some  great,  gifted  power,  which  of 
course  is  rubbish.  I  could  train  any 
psychology  student  to  use  hypnotic 
techniques  in  about  two  or  three 
afternoons  —  there  is  nothing  magic¬ 
al  or  mystical  about  it.” 

The  reason  people  come  to  see  a 
good  stage  hypnotist  is  to  have  fun, 
Reveen  says.  “I  try  to  influence  my 
audience  in  a  positive  way  and  give 
them  a  good,  clean  laugh  —  so  the 


Weight  says  high-school  students, 
on  several  occasions,  have  come  to 
him  feeling  troubled  and  embarras¬ 
sed  by  what  they  had  done  in  front  of 
their  peers  during  a  stage  hypnosis 
act. 

He  says  there  is  a  danger,  even 
under  clinical  hypnosis,  that  a  person 
who  is  somewhat  unstable  may  have 
a  hysterical  response  to  hypnosis  or 
negative  responses  afterwards.  The 
danger  is  heightened  with  stage  hyp¬ 
nosis,  he  says.  “I  don’t  think  anybody 
who  calls  a  group  of  people  up  from 
an  audience  can  tell  who  is  potential¬ 
ly  psychotic  and  who  is  not.” 

There  are  two  published  cases  of 
negative  experiences  connected  with 
a  stage  hypnotist  in  Israel,  Weight 
says.  “There  is  also  a  case  where  a 
girl  went  mute  and  was  hospitalized 
for  a  week  because  of  a  hysterical 
response  to  stage  hypnosis,” 


Vandermeide  says  the  hypnosis  at 
a  stage  performance  is  not  what  is 
going  to  harm  people.  “What  can 
hurt  is  the  doctors  scarin’  the  hell  out 
of  people  —  this  can  do  more  damage 
than  anything.”  He  says  doctors  will 
instill  a  fear  in  people  that  they  will 
get  hurt  at  a  stage  performance,  and 
consequently,  if  they  believe  the  doc¬ 
tors,  they  may  start  to  feel  those 
effects.  “It’s  all  the  power  of  sugges¬ 
tion.  If  I  see  somebody  is  nervous  or 
scared,  I’ll  get  them  out  of  it,  I  won’t 
keep  them  under  hypnosis.” 

Reveen  says  80,000  people  have 
crossed  his  stage  and  he  has  never 
had  a  negative  comment  from  one  of 
those  subjects.  “It’s  like  these  doc¬ 
tors  are  all  pointing  like  parrots,  and 
have  been  saying  the  same  thing  for 
28  years.  Where  is  the  evidence?  I’m 
going  all  over  the  world  and  back  to 
the  same  cities.  Where  are  these  peo¬ 
ple  who  have  been  hurt  by  my  per¬ 
formance?” 

Ruth  Clawson,  an  80-year-old  Salt 
Lake  City  hypnotist,  says,  “All  those 
people  who  go  up  on  Reveen’s  stage 
know  what  they’re  doing  and  want  to 
do  it.  They  are  the  curious  ex¬ 
troverts  or  would-be  ham  actors. 
They  love  to  show  off .  .  .  .” 

But  according  to  Weight,  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  “showing  off’  are  hinder¬ 
ing  clinical  and  experimental  hypno¬ 
sis.  “I  research,  practice  and  teach 
hypnosis,  and  oftentimes  what  I’m 
faced  with  are  people  whose  only  ex¬ 
perience  with  hypnosis  has  been 
what  they  have  seen  in  a  stage  show. 
Consequently,  they’re  often  con¬ 


cerned  they  will  be  made  to  do  dumb, 
strange  things  —  quack  like  ducks 
and  such.  We  then  have  to  overcome 
that  kind  of  an  effect.” 

Weight  says  clinical  practitioners 
of  hypnosis  have  enough  to  overcome 
already  because  of  the  mystical  his¬ 
tory  through  which  hypnosis 
evolved.  “Many  religious  people  still 
attribute  all  sorts  of  devilish  and 
satanistic  kinds  of  powers  with  it.” 

Brigham  Young,  former  President 
of  the  LDS  Church,  said  in  the  Jour¬ 
nal  of  Discourses  —  “Animal 
magnetism  (hypnosis)  is  a  gift  of 
God,  but  wicked  men  use  it  to  prom¬ 
ote  the  cause' of  the  devil.”  Young 
taught  that  any  gift  granted  to  men 
by  God,  such  as  speech  or  the  ability 
to  think,  may  be  perverted  or  mis¬ 
used  by  evil  men  to  cultivate  wicked¬ 
ness. 

A  situation  existed  in  the  1800’s 
that  many  doctors  now  use  as  a  com¬ 
parison  to  stage  hypnosis.  The  anes¬ 
thetic  nitrous  oxide,  more  commonly 
known  as  laughing  gas,  was  ex¬ 
ploited  in  stage  shows  to  produce 
comical  effects  in  volunteers  who 
would  come  up  on  stage  and  inhale  it. 

Is  stage  hypnosis  inherently  evil 
—  this  same  blatant  public  display  of 
a  respectable  medical  treatment,  or 
is  it  a  useful,  entertaining  and  educa¬ 
tional  demonstration  of  the  possibili¬ 
ties  our  minds  can  achieve  through 
hypnotic  suggestion? 

With  adamant  supporters  for  both 
assertions  and  no  absolute  definition 
for  hypnosis,  perhaps  the  public  will 
have  to  draw  its  own  conclusions.

“The  Failure  of  Success:  Seven 
Myths  About  Careers” 

In  the  past  decade  our  colleges  and  universities  have  turned  out  vast  numbers  of  graduates 
for  jobs  that  simply  were  not  there.  Many  graduates  were  forced  to  accept  employment  in 
jobs  quite  divorced  from  their  field  of  study,  well  below  both  their  level  of  aspiration  and 
preparation.  The  dramatic  downturn  in  the  demand  for  college  graduates  has  made  it  more 
difficult  for  students  to  make  decisions  about  careers.  Many  are  faced  with  the  painful 
choice  between  studying  their  interest  or  selecting  a  major  more  likely  to  lead  to 
employment.  Large  numbers  of  students  have  responded  to  this  dilemma  by  seeking  very 
specialized  training.  Research  suggests  that  this  is  often  a  poor  strategy  for  achieving  a 
rewarding  career  in  the  long  run. 

To  add  to  this  confusion  our  society  perpetuates  a  number  of  myths  about  careers  and 
success,  thereby  increasing  the  risk  in  career  decisions.  Those  who  make  career  choices 
based  on  these  myths  are  likely  to  find  themselves  frustrated  and  disillusioned  with  the 
world  of  work.  Years  of  research  on  careers  enables  Paul  Thompson  to  shed  new  light  on 
these  myths  and  to  suggest  more  useful  ways  of  planning  for  a  life  of  work.

Joking  comment 
hurts  credibility 


Last  week  controversy  arose  concerning  a  newspaper  story  on  a 
student  officer  who  claimed  he  was  joking  about  offering  an  “A” 
parking  sticker  to  a  local  businessman. 

The  important  issue  is  not  whether  he  was  joking.  Rather  it  is 
whether  the  public  has  the  right  or  need  to  be  aware  of  his  actions. 
Whether  that  person  is  a  student  officer  at  BYU  or  a  city  council 
member  in  Provo,  the  principle  is  the  same.  Both  are  elected  officials 
chosen  by  the  people  to  represent  them.  The  public  has  the  right  to 
know  how  it  is  being  repre- 
sented. 

As  soon  as  a  public  official 
goes  into  office,  he  automatical- 
rj  w  ~  y  ly  forfeits  a  large  degree  of  his

.  that  person  represents  the  pub¬ 
lic,  not  himself.  It  is  the  respon¬ 


sibility  of  a  public  official  to  be  conscious  of  everything  he  says.  Many 
officials  are  elected  to  office  because  the  people  trust  them. 

But  much  of  the  credibility  of  a  public  official  is  lost  if  he  is  always 
joking  and  saying  things  he  doesn’t  mean. 

Anytime  a  public  official  says  something  that  apparently  contradicts 
what  he  has  previously  said  —  or  does  something  that  is  not  consonant 
with  his  previous  acts  —  the  people  he  represents  have  the  right  to 
learn  the  facts  in  the  case.  And  one  of  their  few  sources  is  the  press. 
The  press  must  be  the  watchdog  for  the  rest  of  the  community. 
Whether  the  news  is  good  or  bad,  it  still  needs  to  be  told. 

The  press  does  not  decide  whether  news  is  good  or  bad.  Ideally  it 
presents  facts  from  all  points  of  view.  From  these,  each  individual 
draws  his  own  conclusions  as  to  what  the  facts  are  — and  what  should 
be  done. 

No  one  likes  the  messenger  bringing  bad  tidings.  Thus  it  is  always 
the  messenger  who  is  questioned,  not  the  originator  of  the  message. 
ASBYU  officers  have  said  they  want  to  truly  represent  the  students. 
But  the  quality  of  that  representation  cannot  be  judged  unless  stu¬ 
dents  learn  about  the  mistakes  as  well  as  the  successes  of  such  officers. 

It  is  unrealistic  to  believe  public  officials  always  keep  their  noses 
clean  —  they’re  human  and  make  mistakes.  And  while  most  people 
hope  they  do  not  make  mistakes,  it  is  still  the  responsibility  of  the 
press  to  report  them  when  they  do  occur. 

In  the  future,  public  figures  who  have  thrust  themselves  into  the 
limelight  of  society  of  their  own  choice  need  to  be  more  cautious  about 
what  they  say.  A  joke  can  sometimes  go  too  far.  Officials  need  to 
realize  they  represent  the  public  —  and  that  if  they  aren’t  careful,  the 
joke  will  end  up  being  on  them.
